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BUILDING PERMITS REPORTS FOR JANUARY, 1932, WITH COMPARATIVE

There was a seasonal decline in the value of the building permits issued by 
61 cities during January as compared with the preceding month, and the total was also 
lower than in January, 1931; the co-operating municipalities reported permits for . 
‘buildings estimated to cost $2,761,929, compared with $7,895,106 in December, 1931, and 
$8,401,455 in January of last year. There was, therefore, a reduction of 65.0 psc. in 
the first and of 67.1 p.c. in the second comparison. 7 


Some 50 cities furnished detailed statements, showing that they had granted 
over 300 permits for dwellings valued at about $1,200,000, and nearly 800 permits for 
other buildings estimated to cost approximately $1,300,000, while an engineering pro- 
ject, valued at $45,654. was reported in Brantford. In December, authority was eranted 
for the erection of some 400 dwellings and 1,800 other buildings, estimated to cost 
approximately $4,000,000 and $3,000,000 respectively. 


Nova Scotia; New Brunswick, Saskatchewan, Alberta and British Columbia 
reported increases in the value of the building authorized during January as compared 
with December, 1931, the gain of $87,343 or 97.8 p.c., in Alberta and of $95,603, or 

34.1 p.c.,in British Columbia being most noteworthy. Of the declines elsewhere 
recorded, that of $2,813,551, or 72.8 p.c., in Ontario was greatest, 


As compared with January, 1931, there were increases of 55.3 pec. and U3 pele 
in Nova Scotia and Alberta, respectively. Reductions were reported in the remaining 
provinces, that of $2,942,421 or 73.6 p.c. in Ontario being most pronounced. 


In Montreal and Toronto, there were decreases in the value of the building 
permits grated as compared with both the preceding month and the same month of last | 
year, while in Winnipeg and Vancouver, the January total was higher than in December, 
but lower than in January, 1931. The following cities reported increases in both com=- 
parisons - Sydney, Belleville, Port Arthur, St. Thomas and Lethbridge.

The value of the building represented by the permits issued by 61 cities 
during February, as compiled by the Dominion Bureau of Statistics, was lower by 
$183 ,332 or 6.6 p.c. than in the preceding month, and was also less by $3,817,062 or 
59-7 pec. than in February of last year; the total stood at $2,578,597 during February,, 
1932, as compared with $2,761,929 in January, 1932, and $6,395,659 in February, 1931. 


Some 50 cities furnished detailed Statistics, showing that they had grented 
over 300 permits for dwellings valued at about $1;100,000, and more than 800 permits 
for other buildings, estimated to cost in excess of $1,400,000. In addition, an 
engineering project, valued at $20,495, was reported in Brantford. In January, 
authority was given for the erection of some 300 dwellings and 800 other buildings, 
estimated at approximately $1,200,000 and $1,300,000, respectively, while an engineer- 
ing project, valued at $45,654, was reported in Brantford. 


New Brunswick, Ontario, Saskatchewan and rule reported increases in the 
value of the permits issued as compared with January, 1932; the largest gain, of 
$120,494, took place in Ontario. Of the declines in the remaining provinces, those of 
$132,611 or 14.3 p.c. in Quebec, and $129,635 or 34.4 pec. in British Columbia were 
most pronounced. 


_, AS compared with February, 1931, all provinces recorded declines, that of 
$1,494,239 or 85.8 p.c. in British Columbia being most marked. 


Of the larger cities, Toronto recorded an increase in the value of the permits 
issued aS compared with January, 1932, but a reduction &s compared with February, 1931, 
In Montreal, Winnipeg and Vancouver, there were detreasés in both comparisons, Of the 
other cities, the following recdrded increases in the value of the building authorized 
during February as compared with January, 1932, and February, 1931:- Moncton, Shawinigan 
Falls, Sherbrooke, Galt, Guelph, Kitchener, Ottawa, Peterborough, St. Catharines, Sault 
Ste. Marie, Fast Windsor, Brandon and Saskatoon.

The value of the building permits issued by 61 cities during May, 1932, was 
higher by 24.8 pec. than in April, 1932, dut lower by 56.3 p.c. than in May, 1931. 
According to statements tabulated by the Dominion Bureau of Statistics, the author- 
izations amounted to $5,289,506 as compared with $4}237,160 in the preceding month and 
$12,115,291 in May, 1931. ‘The total for the first five months of 1932, namely, 
$18,190,794, was lower than that for the corresponding, period of any of the years since 
1920. Wholesale prices of building materials were lower in 1932 than in any other year 
of the record, averaging 79-0 pec. for the first:five months as compared with 83.7 p.c. 
and 92.8 pici in the same periods of 1931 and 1930, respectively. 


Some 50 cities furnished detailed statistics, showing that they had issued over 
400 pemnits for dwellings valued at approximately $1}250,000 and for some 2,700 other 
buildings estimated to cost over $3,800,000. In etn three cities ~- Brantford, Port 
Arthur and Moose Jaw ~ reported that they had authorized engineering projects valued at 
approximately $130,000. In April, authority was given for the erection of some 400 
dwellings and 2,000 other buildings, valued at approximately $1,100,000 and $2,700,000, 
respectively, 


: Quebec, Manitoba and Saskatchewan reported increases of 76.7 pecs, 458.0 pec. 
and 86.7 pecs, respectively, in the value of the peimits issued as compared With April, 
1932. Of the declines in the remaining provinces, that of $220,001 or 84.5 psc. in 
New Brunswick was most pronounced. 


As compared with May, 1931, Manitoba and Saskatchewan registered increases. The 
other provinceb recorded declines, of which that of $3,452,712 or 69.6 pec. in Ontario 
was most noteworthy. 


Of thé larger cities, Winnipeg reported a higher total of building pemits 
issued than in either April, 1932, or May, 1931, Montreal registering a gain compared 
with April, 1932, but a loss compared with May, 1931, while in Toronto and Vahcouver 
there was a de¢rease in both comparisons. Of the other centres, Fort William,Kingston, 
Port Arthur, Saskatoon and Edmonton recorded increases in the value of the budlding

$5,239,506, while in comparison with June, 1931, there was also a decline of $4,207,609, 
or 49.0 psc., the value for that month having been $8,593,958. The aggregate for the 
first six months of 1932, viz-. $22,577,143, was lower than in 1931 and also than in any 
other year of the record; in this connection, however, it is important to note the con- 
siderable decline in the whoiesale costs of building materials, the Bureau's index 
having fallen from 144.5 in Jamiary~June, 1920, to 78.6 during the first half of the 
present year, or by 45.6 p.c. The 1926 everage equals 100 in calculating these index 
numbers.

Some 50 cities furnished detailed statements showing that they had issued nearly 
400 permits for dwellings valued at over $1,100,000 and some 2,100 permits for other 
buildings estimated to cost approximately $3,200,000. During May, authority was given 
for the erection of over 400 dwellings and some 2,700 other buildings, valued at approx- 
imately $1,250,000 and $3,800,000, respectively. 


Improvement over May, 1932, was recorded in Quebec and Ontario, where there were 
increases of 4.7 p.c. and 36.5 poco, respectively. Of the declines elsewhere, that of 
$973,147, or 87.8 p-ce, in Manitoba was largest. 


As ccmpared with June, 1931, there were decreases in all provinces except Nova 
Scotia, Ontario reporting the greatest loss of $1,903,971 or 48.0 p.c. 


Of the larger cities. Montreal recorded an increase in the value of the permits 
issued as compared with the preceding month, but a decline as compared with the 
corresponding month in 1931, while Toronto, Winnipeg and Vancouver reported decreases 
in both comparisons. Of the other cities, Sherbrooke, Guelph, Niagara Falls, Sault Ste. 
Marie, Windsor, Woodstock and Nanaimo indicated improvement over May, 1932, and June,

August, 1932. as compared with July, while in comparison with August of last year, there 
was also a considerable reduction; during the month under review, the 61 co-operating 
centres authorized building estimated to cost $3,331,278, as compared with $4,227,173 
in July, 1932, and $8,201,879 in August, 1931. There was, therefore, a decrease of 21.2 
pec. in the first comparison, and of 59.4 pec. in the second. The aggregate value of 
the building authorized in the first eight months of this year, viz., $30,137,519, was 
lower than in 1931 and other years of the record; in considering these data, however, it 
should be noted that there has also been @ very Significant decline in wholesale costs 
of building materials, the Bureau's index, based on the 1926 average as 100, having 
fallen from 156.3 in the first eight months of 1920, to 78.0 in the period, January- 
August, 1932, or by slightly over DO DaiGe 


| Some 50 cities furnished detailed Statistics showing that they had issued about 
300 permits for dwellings estimated to cost over $900,000, and more than 2,000 permits 
for other buildings valued at approximately $2,200,000. During July, authority was 
granted for the erection of some 450 Qwellings and 1,800 other buildings, estimated at 
about $1,000.000 and $3,200,000, respectively. 


| British Columbia reported a gain of $420,090, or 138.0 p.c., as compared with 
July, 1932. Of the reductions elsewhere indicated, that of $975,131, or 46.0 PeCsy in 
quebec was greatest.

The value of the building permits issued by 61 cities during September stood at 
$2,203,230; this was a decrease of $1,128,048, or 33.9 pec., as compared with the total 
of $3,331,278 in August, 1932, and of $8,204,769, or 78.8 pcs, in comparison with the 
aggregate of $10,407,999 recorded in September of last year. 


Some 50 cities furnished detailed statistics for September, showing that they had 
issued 400 permits for dwellings estimated to cost approximately $1,000,000, and over 
1,800 permits for other buildings valued at over $1,000,000. During August, authority 
was granted for the erection of about 300 dwellings and 2,000 other buildings,estimated 
to cost approximately $900,000 and $2,200,000, respectively. 


Saskatchewan reported an increase in the estimated value of building as compared 
with August, 1932, but elsewhere there were declines, that of $689,796, or 60.2 pec. in 
Quebec being greatest. 

As compared with Septemoer, 1931, there were losses in all provinces. In this 
comparison also Quebec showed the largest loss of $4,039,086, or 89.9 pec. 


The larger cities - Montreal, Toronto, Winnipeg and Vancouver - registered lower 
totals of permits issued than in either the preceding month or the same month of last 
year. Of the other centres; Svdney, Westmount, Chatham, Fort William, Niagara Falls, 


St. Thomas; East Windsor, Brandon, Kamloops and Nanaimo showed increases as compared 


with both August, 1932, and September, 1931.

$3,056,137; this was an increase of $852,607, or 38.7 PeCe, aS compared with the 
September total of $2,203,530, but a decline of $5,386,490,or 63.8 p.ec., as compared 
with the aggregate of $8,442,627 for October, 1931. 


Some 50 cities furnished detailed statistics, showing that they had issued over 
350 permits for dwellings estimated to cost approximately $1,400,000, and about 2,000 
permits for other buildings valued at almost $1, 650,000. During September, authority 
Was granted for the erection of about 400 dwellings and 1,800 otherbuildings, the 
estimated cost in each category being about $1,000,000. 


Nova Scotia, New Brunswick, Quebec and Ontario recorded increases in the value of 
authorized building as compared with September, 1932, that of $833,575, or 183.1 pec. in 
Quebec being greatest. The largest decrease in this comparigcn was that of $186,492, or 
42.5 pc. in British Colunbia. 


In comparison with October, 1931, there were declines in all provinces; Quebec 
reported the most pronounced losses, amounting to $2,310,160, or 64.2 pic.

The aggregate value of the construction represented by the building permits issued by 
61 cities during November was $2,505,309. This was a seasonal decline of $570,828 or 
18.6.p.c. as compared with the October total of $3,076,137, and a reduction of 
$4,776, 808, or 65.6 pecs in comparison with the November, 1931, figure of $7,282,117. 


Some 50 out, df the 61 cities furnished detailed statistics, showing that they had 
issued nearly b00 permits for dwellings estimated to cost more than $630,000, and about 
1400 permits for other buildings estimated at almost $1,800,000. In addition, 
authority was granted for engineering projects valued at $15,122. During October, the 
erection of about 350 dwellings and 2,000 other buildings was authorized at an estimated 
cost of approximately $1,400,000 and $1,650,000, respectively. 


Nova Scotia and Ontario reported increases of 6.2 pec. and 29.7 pec., respectively, 
in the value of the building authorized as compared with October. Reductions were in- 
dicated in the remaining provinces, that of $679,836, or 52.7 p»c- in Quebec being the 
largest. 


As compared with November, 1931, New Brunswick reported an increase, while the great~- 
est decline in this comparison was that of $2,465,396, or 80.2 p.c. in Quebec. 


Of the four largest centres, Montreal, Winnipeg and Vancouver recorded decreases in 
the value of the building authorized in November as compared with the preceding month, 
and also with November of a year ago, while in Toronto, the aggregate value was higher 
than in the preceding month, but lower than in November of last year. Of the other 
centres, Moncton, Shawinigan Falls, Kitchener; Oshawa, Port Arthur, St. Thomas and 
Medicine Hat reported greater values of building authorizations than in either com- 
parison.

The building permits issued by 61 cities in December, 1932, represented construction 
work valued at $1,480,731, as compared with $2,505,309 in November, 1932, and $7,895,106 
in December, 1931. There was, therefore, a decrease of $1,024,578 or 40.9 pec, in 
Pecember as compared with the preceding month, and of $6,414,375 or 81.2 pec. in con 
parison with the high total for the same month of 1931. In this record, which goes back 
to 1920, the December, 1932, figure was exceeded by the total for December of each year 
from 1920-1931, but the wholesale costs of building materials, as measured by the Bureau's 
index number, were lower than in any other year since 1920.

‘Dominion Statistician: 


Detailed statements were received from some 50 cities, showing that they had issued 
almost 100 permits for dwellings valued at some $350,000 and over 600 pemits for other 
buildings at an estimated cost of about $900,000. ‘There was also one permit in 
St. Boniface for engineering work at a cost of $100,000. During November, the con- 
struction of some 200 dwellings and 1,400 other buildings was authorized; these were 
estimated to cost approximately $630,000 and $1,800,000, respectively. 


As compared with the preceding month, Manitoba alone, registered an increase in the 
value of the authorized building, showing a gain of $84,350, or 27.7 pec. Declines were 
indicated in the remaining provinces. While the absolute decreases were $582,834 or 
38.3 pec. in Ontario and $349,114 or 57-3 pece in Quebec, the relative decreases of 
$20,015 or 90.4 p.c. in Saskatchewan and $30,194 or 59.6 p.c. in Alberta were most 
pronounced, 

All provinces except New Brunswick recorded decreases as compared with December,1931, 
in the value of the building authorized. In this comparison also, Quebec and Ontario 
reported the most marked losses of $2,825,870 or 91.5 pic. and $2,927,747 or 7567 peCe, 
respectively. 

Montreal, Toronto, Winnipeg and Vancouver showed decreases in the value of the build- 
ing permits issued as compared both with November, 1932, and December, 1931. Saint John, 
Belleville, Moose Jaw and Prince Rupert recorded advances in both comparisons.

There was a seasonal decline in the value of the building permits issued by 61 
cities during January as compared with the preceding month, and the total was also lower 
than in January, 1932} the co-operating municipalities reported permits for buildings 
estimated to cost $1,163,878, compared with $1,480,731 in December, 1932, and $2,761,929 
in Jamary of last year. There was, therefore, a reduction of 21.4 p.c. in the first 
and of 57.9 p.c. in the second comparison. 


Some 50 cities furnished detailed Statements, showing that they had granted some 
90 permits for dwellings valued at about $240,000, and nearly 600 permits’ for other 
buildings estimated to cost approximately $640,000. In December, authority was granted 
for the erection of some 100 dwellings and 600 other buildings, estimated to cost approx- 
imately $350,000 and $900,000 respectively. 


Quebec, Saskatchewan, Alberta and British Columbia reported increases in the value 
of the building authorized during January as compared with December, 1932, the gain of 
$254,981 or 11434.1 p.c. in Saskatchewan and of $96,362, or 64.1 p.c. in British 
Columbia being most noteworthy. A particularly large increase in Saskatchewan was due 
to the issue of a $243,000 permit for the Canadian Pacific Railway station at Regina: 

Of the declines elsewhere recorded, that of $622,881, or 66.3 pac. in Ontario was 
greatest. 

. AS compared with January, 1932, Saskatchewan alone showed an increase. Reductions 
Were reported in the remaining provinces, that of $737,077 or 70.0 pecs in Ontario 

eing most pronounced. 


In Toronto, there were decreases in the value of the building permits granted as 
Compared with both the preceding month and the same month of last year, while in 
Montreal, Winnipeg and Vancouver, the January total was higher than in December, but 
lower than in January, 1932. The following cities reportéd increases in both com- 
parisons - Galt, Niagara Falls, Peterborough, Regina, St. Thomas, Sarnia, Victoria, 
Welland and Windsor.

| The value of the building represented by the permits issued by 61 cities 
during February, as compiled by the Dominion Bureau of Statistics, was lower by 
$256,972 or 22.1 p-c. than in the preceding month, and was also less by $1,938,365 

or 68.1 p.c. than in February of last year; the total stood at $906,906 during February, 
‘1933, as compared with $1,163,878 in January, 1933, and 32,845,271 in February, 1932. 


| Some 50 cities furnished detailed c'atistics, showing that they had granted 
over 80 permits for dwellings valued at about $291,000.and more than 590 permits for 
other buildings, estimated to cost in excess of $575,000. In addition, an engineering 
project, valued at $10,000, was reported at Port Arthur. In Jamuary, authority was 
given for the crection of some 90 dwellings and 600 other buildings, estimated at 
approximately $240,000 and $640,000 respectively. 


New Brunswick, Ontario, Alberta and British Columbia reported increases in 
the value of the permits issued as compared with January, 1933; the largest sain, of 
$32,701, took place in Ontario. Of the declines in the remaining provinces, those of 
$249,091 or 96.8 p.c. in Saskatchewan, and $113,790 cr 34.7 p.c. in Quebec were most 
pronounced. 


As compared with February, 1932 all provinces except New Brunswick and 
British Columbia recorded declines, that of $911,097 or 72.3 p-c. in Ontario being 
nost marked. 


Of the larger cities, Vancouver recorded an increase in the value of the 
permits issued as compared with Jamuary, 1933, and also as compared with February, 1932. 
Toronto showed an increase in the first, but a reduction in the second instance, while 
in Montreal and Winnipeg, there were decreases in both comparisons. Of the other cities 
the following recorded increases in the value of the building authorized during February 
uS compared with January, 1933, and also with February, 1932: Fort William, Guelph, 
famloops, London, New Glasgow, Oshawa, Saint John, Stratford, Three Rivers and Victoria.

BUILDING PERMITS FOR APRIL, 1933, WITH COMPARATIVE STATEMENTS FOR MABCH, 1933, 
AND APRIL, 1932, AND CUMULATIVE PICURKS FOR FIRST FOUR MONTHS, 1920-1933. 


The Dominion Bureau of Statistics tabulated returns from 61 cities which granted 


building permits valued at $1,551,693 during April, as compared with $934,555 in the pre- 


ceding month, and $4,370,863 in the same month of last year. There was, therefore, an 
increase of $617,138 or 66.0 p.c. in the first comparison, but a decrease of $2,819,170, 


or 64.5 PeCe aS compared with April, 1932. In considering these figures, it should be 
noted that the wholesale costs of building materials have this year averaged much lower 


Some 50 cities furnished detailed statistics, showing that they had issued some 
200 permits for dwellings valued at over $480,000 and for more than 1,500 other buildings 


estimated to cost nearly $950,000. In addition, Brantford reported an engineering 
| project valued at approximately $5)000, In March, authority was given for the erection 
of about 115 dwellings and 950 other buildings; valued at approximately $245,000 and 


$580,000, respectively, while two engineering projects valued at approximately $7,500 


were also reported. 


New Brunswick, Quebec, Ontario, Manitoba, Saskatchewan, Alberta ahd British 


Columbia recorded increases in the value of the building permits issued during April as 
compared with March, 1933, the greatest gain of $284,773 taking place in Ontario. 


As compared with April, 1932, there were decreases in all provinces, that of 
$1,289,501 or 65.8 pec. in Ontario being most pronounced. . 


Each of the four larger cities,- Montreal, Toronto, Winnipeg and Vancouver ~ 
registered increases in the building authorized during April as compared with the pre- 
ceding month, but declines as compared with April, 1932. Of the smaller centres, 
Fredericton, Owen Sound, Peterborough, Stratford, Woodstock, Brandon, Nanaimo and New 
Westminster reported increases in the value of the building represented by the permits 
issued, as compared with March, 1933, and April, 1932.

$1,492,376, or 29.7 pec», the valué for that month having been $5,028j3241 tn connection 
with these figures, it should be noted that wholesale costd of building materiald have 
been lower in 1933 than in any other year of the record, averaging 75.8 in the first half 
of 1933, as compared with 76.8 in the first six months of 1932, the previous minimum since 
1920, and with 144.5 in 1920, the maximum in the thirteen years considered. The 1926 
average equals 100 in calculating these index numbers, 


Some 50 cities furnished detailed statements showing that they had issued aver

erection of over 300 dwellings and some 2,100 other buildings, talued at approximately 
$700,000 and $1,100,000, respectively.

The value of the building permits issued by 61 cities during September stood at 

$2,032,839; this was an increase of $94,757 or 4.9 pec. from the total of $1,938,082 in 
August, 1933, but a decrease of $416,296 or 17.0 pece in comparison with the aggregate 
of $2,449,735 recorded in September of last year. The increase over August, though not 
large, is interesting because in the experience of the last thirteen years the September 
total has usually been smaller than that for 4Sugust, the average decline between the two 
months amounting to 12 p.c. 


Some 50 cities furnished detailed Statistics for September, showing that they had 
issued 250 permits for dwellings estimated to cost approximately $809,000 and over 1L,.{50 
permits for other buildings valued at more than $1,082,000. During August, authority was 
granted for the erection of about 200 dwellings and 1,400 other buildings, estimated to 
cost approximately $600,000 and $1,150,000, respectively. 


Prince Edward Island, New Brunswick, Quebec, Manitoba and British Columbia reported 
increases in the estimated value of building as compared with August,1933, that of 
$184,454, or 47.5 pec. in Quebec being greatest. The remaining provinces recorded declines, 
of which that of $200,218 or 19.9 p.c. in Ontario was most pronounced. 


As compared with September, 1932, there were reductions in all provinces with the 
exception of Prince Edward Island and Quebec, where there were advances of $91,200 and 
,3e2, respectively. In this comparison, British Columbia showed the largest loss of 


$179,662 or 4O p.c. 


Of the larger cities, Montreal registered a higher total of permits issued than in 
either the preceding month or the same month of last year. Winnipeg and Vancouver showed 
a gain in the former but a loss in the latter comparison, while Toronto showed a decrease 
in both comparisons. Of the other centres, Charlottetown, New Glasgow, Fredericton, 
Quebec City, Galt, Niagara Falls, Ottawa, Owen Sound, Peterborough, St. Thomas, Sault Ste. 
Marie, Welland, Brandon, Prince Rupert and Victoria recorded increases as compared with 
both August, 1933, and September, 1932.

The estimated value of the building authorized by 61 cities during October was 
$1,762,947; this was a decrease of $269,892 or 13.3 pece, as compared with the September 
total of $2,032,839, and of $1,407. 623 or 44.4 PsC+, as compared with the aggregate of 
$3,170,570 for October, 1932. 


Some 50 cities furnished detailed statistics, showing that they had issued over 220 
permits for dwellings estimated to cost eoproximately $685,000, and about 1,550 permits 
for other buildings valued at almost $1,,¢00,000. During September, authority was grant- 
ed for the erection of about 250 dwellings and 1,750 other buildings, the estimated cost 
being approximately $800,000, and $1,000,000, respectively. 

Nova Scotia, Quebec and Saskatchewan recorded increases in the value of authorized 
building as compared with September. 1933, while the remaining provinces reported de- 
Clines. The largest decrease was that of $133,683 or 49.6 pec. in British Columbia. 


In comparison with October, 1932, there were declines in all provinces except Prince 
Edward Island and Manitoba: cities in Quebec reported the most pronounced losses, amount~ 
ing to $696,323 or 54.0 pec, 

Montreal showed an increase over September, 1933, but a reduction as compared with 
October, 1932: in Winnipeg there vas a aecline as compared with September, 1933, but an 
improvement over October, 193¢. while Toronto and Vancouver recorded decreases in both 
cOMparisonss Of the other centres, Sherbrooke, Three Rivers, Brantford, London, 

St. Thomas, East Windsor, St- Boniface; Moose Jaw, Medicine Hat and New Westminster 
reported increases over both September, 1933, and October, 1932.

Some 50 cities furnished detailed Stevistics, showing that they had issued over 150 
permits for dwellings estimated te cost more than 600,000, and about 970 permits for 
other buildings estimated et Simost $875,000, In adaition, authority was granted for an 
engineering project valued at $30,282, During October, authority was granted for the 
erection of about 220 dwellings and 1,550 other buildings, estimated to cost approximately 
$685,000 and $1,000,000, respectively, 


Nova Scotia, New Brunswick and Ontario reported increases in the value of the 
building authorized as compared with October; the most marked gain was that of $247,360 
or 54.7 p.c. in Ontario, Reductions were indicated in the remaining provinces, that of 
#9 7,075, or 40.1 p.c. in quebec being the largest, 


As compared with November, 1932, Manitoba and Alberta reported increases, while 


the greatest decline in this comparisor. was that of $593,507 or 38,2 pec. in Ontario. 


Of the four largest centres, Montreal and Vancouver recorded decreases in the value 
of the building authorized in November as compared with the preceding month, and also 
with November, 1932; in Teronto, the aggregave value was higher than in October, 1933, 
but lower than in November of last year, while in Winnipeg there was a reduction in the 
former but an improvement in the latter comparison.

The building permits issued by 61 cities in December, 1933, represented construction 
work valued at $1,975,855, as compared with $1,609,874 in November, 1933, and $1,569,255 
in December, 1932. There was, therefore, an increase of $365,981 or 22.7 pece in December 
as compared with the preceding mofth, and of $406,600 or 25.9 pece ih comparison with 
the same month of 1932. The December, 1933, figure was the lowest for the month in any 
year since 1920, except 1932; the wholesale prices of building materials, as measured by 
the Bureau's index number, however, were also lower than in other years of the record of 
fourteen years with the exception of 1932. 


Detailed statements were received from some 50 cities, showing that they had issued 
almost 60 permits for dwellings valued at some $305,000 and over 400 permits for other 
buildings at an estimated cost of about $1,500,000. There was also a permit taken out 
in Brantford for engineering work at a cost of $36,000. During November, the constructim 
of some 150 dwellings and 9/70 other buildings was authorized; these were estimated to 
cost approximately $600,000 and $875,000, respectively. 


As compared with the preceding month, New Brunswick, Quebec, Ontario and Saskatchewan 
reported increases in the value of the authorized building, Quebec showing the greatest 
gain of $482,548 or 135.7 p.ce Declines were indicated in the remaining provinces, that 
of $72,331 or 65.2 pec. in British Columbia being most pronounced. 


New Brunswick, Quebec and Ontario recorded increases as compared with December,193e, 
in the value of the building authorized. In this comparison also, Quebec reported the 
most marked gain of $577,300 or 214.3 pec. 

Of the four largest cities, Montreal registered increases, both as compared with 
November, 1933, and December, 1932; Toronto showed an increase in the former, but a de- 
crease in the latter comparison. On the contrary, Winnipeg reported a decline as com- 
pared with November, 1933, but an increase over December, 1932, while Vancouver showéd a 
reduction in the value of the building permits issued in each comparison. Of the smaller 
centres, Sydney, Fredericton, Quebec, Shawinigan Falls, Brantford, Guelph, Hamilton, 
London, Niagara Falls, St. Catharines, York and Hast York, Windsor, Riverside,Walkerville, 
Brandon, Regina and North Vancouver redorded advances as compared with the preceding month, 
and also over December, 1932.

There was a seasonal decline in the valuc of tho building permits issued by 61 
cities during January as compared with tho preceding month, and the total was also lower 
than in Jamary, 1933; the co-operating municipalit ic reported permits for buildings 
estimated to cost $693,962, compared with $1,983, 2921/ in Decembor, 1933, and $1,185,9622/ 
in January of last year. There was, therefore, a reduction of 65.0 p.c. in the first 
and of 41.5 p.c. in the second comparison, 


Some 50 cities furnishod detnailod statomonts, showing that they had granted some 
40 permits for dwollings valued at about $1 6,000, and about 460 permits for othor 
buildings cst imated to cost approximately $4g0,000. In Decombor, authority was granted 
for the erection of some 60 dwellings and 400 other buildings, estimated to cost approx= 
imately $305,000 and $1,500,000, respect ivoly. 


Nova Scotia, Alberta and British Columbia reportcd increases in the value of the 
building authorized during Jamary as compared with Docomber, 1933, the gain of $26,628 
or 61.0 p.c. in British Columbia being most noteworthy.

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BUILDING PERMITs REPORTS FOR FEBRUARY, 1934, WITH COMPARATIVE 


STATEMENTS FOR JANUARY, 1934, AND FEBRUARY, 1933. 


The value of the building represented by the permits issued by 61 cities during 
February, as compiled by the Dominion Bureau of Statistics; was higher by $188,190 or 
26.2 p.c. than in the preceding month, but was lower by $44,742 or 4.8 pec. than in 
February of last year; the total stood at $881,152 during February, 1934, as compared 
with $692,962 in January, 1934, and $925,894 in February, 1933. 


Some 50 cities furnished detailed Statistics, showing that they had granted over 
100 permits for dwellings valued at about $229,000, and more than 580 permits for other 
buildings, estimated to cost in excess of $590,000. In addition, two engineering 
projects, valued at $37,000, vere reported. In January, authority was given for the 
erection of some 40 dwellings and 460 other buildings, estimated at approximately 
$136,000 and $480,000, respectively. 


Nova Scotia, Quebec, Ontario, Manitoba, Saskatchewan and British Columbia reported 
increases in the value of the permits issued as compared with January, 1934! the largest 
gain, of $108,850 or 121.5 p.ce, took place in Quebec. Of the declines in the remaining 
provinces, that of $5,209 or 22.9 pec. in Alberta was most pronounced. 


As compared with February, 1933, Nova Scotia, Ontario, Manitoba and Saskatchewan 
recorded increases, that of $85,421 or 22.4 Pec. in Ontario being most marked; the great~ 
est decrease of $116,717 or 50.2 pecs was shown in British Columbia. 


Of the larger cities, Toronto recorded an increase in the value of the permits 
issued as compared with January, 1934, and also as compared with February, 1933. Montreal 
and Vancouver showed increases in the first but reductions in the second instance, while 
in Winnipeg, there was a decrease as compared with the preceding month; but an incrcase 
over February of last year. Of tne other centres, Moncton, Quebec, Sherbrooke , Westmount, 
Belleville, Galt, Kitchener, London, Oshawa, Sarnia, Windsor, East Windsor; Sandwich, 
Brandon, St. Boniface, Regina, Saskatoon, Lethbridge and Medicine Hat reported improve~ 
ment in each of these comparisons.

According to returns tabulated by the Dominicn Bureau of Statistics, the value 
of the building permits issued by 6. cities during Merch was $1,089,481; this was an 
increase of $208,329 or 23.6 p.c. over the February total of $881,152, and was also an 
increase of $135,515 or 14.2 n.c., ag compared with the aggregate of $953,966 reported 

for the same month in 1933. The gain in March, 1934, over March of last year, though 
comparatively small, is interesting because, with she exception of December, 1933, this 
is the first month in several years in which such a comparison has been favourable. 


Some 50 cities furnished detailed statistics, showing that they had grantealg5 
permits for dwellings valued at more than $300,0CO and some 850 permits for other build- 
ings estimated to cost approximately $700,000. In addition, one centre reported that it 
had authorized an engineering project valued at approximately $5,100. In February, 
authority was given for the erection of some 100 dwellings and more than 580 other build 
ings, estimated to involve expenditures of approximately $229,000 and $590,000, respective- 
ly, while two engineering projects, valued at $37,000. were also reported. 


New Brunswick, Quebec, Manitoba, Alberia and British Columbia reported increases 
in the value of the building authorized during March, 1934, as compared with the preceding 
month. The greatest gains were those of $103,651 or 5202 pece in Quebec and $60,349 or 
54305 pecs in Alberta. The largest absolute decline in the remaining provinces was that 
of $15,415 in Ontario, although the proportionate decrease of $5,135 or 15-9 pec. in 
Nova Scotia was greater. 


As compared with March, 1933, Quebec, Ontario, Saskatchewan, Alberta and British 
Columbia recorded increases, thase of $81,233 or 76.8 poce in Quebec and $51,128 or 12.8 
PeCe in Ontario being most marked, Of the reductions recorded, the largest was that of 
$47,690 or 63.8 pece in Nova Scotia. 


Of the larger cities, Montreal, Toronto and Vancouver showed increases as com~ 
pared with February, 1934, and March, 1933, while Winnipeg reported a gain in the first, 
but a decline in the second comparison. Of the smaller centres, Sydney, Saint John, 
Sherbrooke, Westmount, Belleville, Stratford, St. Thomas, Sarnia, East Windsor, Woodstock, 
Brandon, St. Boniface, Moose Jaw, Regina, Calgary, Edmonton, Medicine Hat, Nanaimo and 
New Westminster reported higher totals than in either February, 1934, or March, 1933.

The Dominion Bureau of Statistics tabulated returns from 61 cities which granted 
vuilding permits valued at $2,246,317 during April, as compared with $1,090,206( revised 
figure) in the preceding month, and $1,595,502 in the same month of last yeare There 
was, therefore, an increase of $1,156,111 or 106.0 PeCe in the first comparison, and of 
650,815, or 40.8 p.c. as compared with April, 1933. The increase in the latter com 
parison (like that which Occurred in the preceding month over March, 1933), is 
especially interesting, these two being the first gains shown in such a comparison over 
a period of many months. The cumulative total for the first four months of 1934, (viz. 
34,910,637), though lower than in earlier years of the record, was higher by 5.3 pec. 
shan in the same period of 1933; this is the first time since 1929 that the cumblative 
value of the building authorized in any period has been greater than in the same period 
of the preceding year. 

Some 50 cities furnished detailed statistics for April, 1934, showing that they 
had issued some 250 permits for dwellings valued at over $800,000 and for more than | 
2.,600 other buildings estimated to cost nearly $1,400,000. In addition, Brantford re~ 
ported an engineering project valued at approximately $5,000. In March, authority was 
given for the erection of about 185 dwellings and 850 other buildings, valued at approx~ 
“mately $300,000 and $700,000, respectively, while one enginecring project valued at 
“pproximately $5,100 was also reported. 

All provinces (except Prince Raward Island, from which no data were received for 
sither April or March), recorded increases in the value of the building permits issued 
“uring April as compared with the preceding month, the greatest absolute gain of 
580,126 or 128.5 pece, taking place in Ontario. 

In the more significant comparison with April, 1933, there were increases in all 
rovinces except New Brunswick and Manitoba, that of $342,333 or 49.7 pece in Ontario 
o3ing most notable. 

Of the four largest cities, Toronto and Vancouver registered increases in the 
building authorized during April as compared with the preceding month, and aleo as com- 
Jared with April, 1933; in Montreal ana Winnipeg, the aggregate value was higher than in 
arch, 1934, but rather less than in April, 1933. Of the other centres, New Glasgow, 
jydney, Shawinigan Falls, Sherbrooke, Three Rivers, Westmount, Brantford, Fort Willian, 
“islph, Hamilton, Kingston, Kitchenor, London, Oshawa, Ottawa, St. Catharines, Sault Ste. 
varie, York and East York Townships, Welland, Walkerville, Woodstock, St. Boniface, 
Moose Jaw, Calgary, Lethbridge, Kamloops, Nanaimo, Prince Rupert and Victoria reported 
increases in the value of the permits issued as compared with March, 1934, and also 


with April, 1933.

The value of the building permits issued by 61 cities during May, 1934, was hi 
by 31 Opec. than in April, 1934, and was also higher by 42d aes May , 1933. 
According to statements tabulated by the Dominion Bureau of Statistics, the author 
izations amounted to $2,942,096, as compared with $2,246,317 in the preceding month, 

and $2,065,372 in May, 1933+ In connection with these figures, it should be noted that 
though the improvement is not very large, there is an increase over the total for each 
of the first four months of this year and also over May, 19343, while the aggregate for 
the first five months of 1934 exceeds by 16.7 p.c. that for the same period of 1933. 

Some 50 cities furnished detailed statistics, showing that they had issued almost 
300 permits for dwellings valued at approximately $1,200,000 and for some 2,200 other 
buildings estimated to cost over $1,400,000. In addition, Brantford reported the 
authorization of an engineering project valued at approximately $5,000. In April, 
authority was given for the erection of some 250 dwellings and 1,600 other buildings, 
valued at approximately $800,000 and $1,400,000, respectively. 

Nova Scotia, Quebec, Ontario, Manitoba and Saskatchewan reported increases in the 
value of the permits issued as compared with April, 1934, that of $382,735 or 76.7 p.c. 
in Quebec being the most pronounced. é 

As compared with May, 1933, Nova scot lg Gx8b8e! Ontario, Saskatchewan and Alberta 
oe increases; of these that of $349,888 or 65.8 pecs in Quebec was most note- 
worthy, 

Of the four larger cities, Montreal and Toronto construction showed improvement both 
as compared with last month and also with the same month of 1933; Winnipeg registered 
a@ gain as compared with April, 1934, but a loss as compared with May, 1933, while in 
Vancouver there was a decrease in both comparisons. Of the other centres, Halifax, 
Sydney, Fredericton, Moncton, Shawinigan Falls, Three Rivers, Westmount, Belleville, 
Hamilton, London, Niagara Falls, Ottawa, Peterboro, Stratford, St. Catharines, Sarnia, 
Sault Ste. Marie, Sandwich, Brandon, Regina, Saskatoon, Edmonton, Medicine Hat, 
Kamloops and New Westminster recorded increases in the value of the building author- 
ized as compared with either the preceding month or the same month of last year.

The vaiue cf the building permits issued by 61 cities during June was $2,364,109; 
this was a decrease of $63,586 or 21.9 pecs, as compared with the May total of 
$2,997,695, and of $1,225,095 or 3Ucl pece, as compared with June, 1933, when the 
authorizations amounted to $3,589,204. The record for the last fourteen years shows 
that the value of the building authorized in June is usually rather less than in May, 
the decline, on the average, being over six Pele 

Some 50 cities furnished detailed statements for June, 1934, showing shat they had 
issued more than 20 permits for dwellings valued at nearly $960,000 and some 1,900 
permits for other buildings estimated to enst approximately $1,15,000,while engineering 
projectsyaiued at an ageregate of $33,319 were authorized in two cities, viz., Brantford 
and Port Arthur. During May, euthority was given for the erection of almost 300 dweil- 
ings and some 2,200 other buildings. valued at approximately $1,200,000 and $1,400,000, 
respectively. 

Improvement over May, 1934. was recorded in Neva Scotia and British Columbia, where 
there were gains of 766 poce and 963 peCe, respectively. Of the declines elsewhere 
reported, that of $389,253 ov 44.2 p.co in Quebec was greatest. 

As compared with June, 1933, there were increases in Nova Scotia, New Brunswick and 
Ontario. amounting to 7367 PcCo, 2506 Poco and 28.2 PeCo, respectively. The remaining

Of the larger cities, Montreal and Winnipeg recorded reductions in the value of 
the permits issued as compared with May, 1934, and also with June, 19333 Vancouver showed 
a gain in the first, but a decline in the second comparison, while the total value of 
building authorized in Toronto was higher in June, 1934. than in either the preceding 
month oi the sane month of last year.

The value of the building permits issued by 61 cities during July stood at $3 219,086; 
this was an increase of $854,977 or 36.2 PeCe, as Compared with the total of $2,364,109 
reported in the preceding month. The gain’ is especially interesting since the experienze 
ilding authorized is usually lower in July 
than in June. The comparison with the July, 1933, aggregate of $2,180,403 was also 
favourable, the total for last month being $1,038,683 or 47.6 pec. higher than in the 
same month last year. 

Some 50 cities furnished detailed Statistics, showing that they had issued over 200 
permits for dwellings valued at nearly $1,000,000, and some 1,600 permits for other buila- 
ings estimated at more than $1,900,000. In addition, engineering projects valued at 
$286,515 were authorized by two cities. In June, authority was given for the erection of 
some 240 dwellings and 1,900 other buildings, valued at approximately $960,000 and 
$1,145,000, respectively. 

Increases over June, 1934, were reported in New Brunswick, Quebec, Ontario, Manitoba 
and Saskatchewan, the largest gain of $464,494 occurring in New Brunswick. Nova Scotia, 
‘iberta and British Columbia showed declines, that of $74,333 or 37.7 pecs in British 
Jolumbia being greatest. 

In comparison with the same month in 1933, Nova Scotia, New Brunswick, Ontario,Manitoba 
and Saskatchewan showed increases, that of $562,848 or 64.1 p.c. in Ontario being most 
sronounced. In the remaining provinces, the value of the authorized building was lower 
shan in July of last year, Alberta showing the greatest loss of $30,821 or 28.3 PeCe 

Of the four largest cities, Montreal reported an increase over June, 1934, but a small 
ecrease as compared with July, 1933; in Toronto and Vancouver, on the other hand, there 
ere reductions as compared with the preceding month, but increases over July of last 
‘ear, while Winnipeg reported improvement in both comparisons. Of the other centres, 
ydney, Fredericton, Moncton, Brantford, Fort William, Oshawa, Ottawa, Peterboro, St.Cath- 
Tines, Sault Ste. Marie, York and Hast York Townships, Welland, Windsor, Fast Windsor, 


alkerville, Woodstock, Moose Jaw, Regina, Saskatoon and Lethbridge showed gains as com- 
ared with both June, 1934, and July, 1933. :

Some 50 cities furnished detailed statistics showing that they had issued about 250 
permits for dwellings estimated to cost over $900,000, and more than 1,600 permits for 
other buildings valued at approximately $1,980,000. During July, authority was granted 
for the erection of some 200 dwellings and 1,600 other buildings, estimated at about 
$1,000,000 and $1,900,000, respectively. 

Quebec, Ontario, Manitoba, Alberta and British Columbia reported gains as compared 
with July, 1934, that of $396,182 or 69.7 PeCe in Quebec being most pronounced. Of the 
reductions elsewhere indicated, that of $489,249 or 94.9 p.ce in New Brunswick was the 
greatest. 

All provinces except Prince Edward Island and Alberta reported higher aggregates of 
building permits issued than in August of last year, the largest increases of $706,656 
and $576,045 taking place in Ontario and Quebec, respectively. 

Of the four largest cities, Montreal, Winnipeg and Vancouver showed improvement as 
compared with July, 1934, and also with August, 1933, while in Toronto there was a 
decline in the first, but an increase in the second comparison. Of the other centres, 
Halifax, Sherbrooke, Three Rivers, Westmount, Belleville, Fort William, Galt, Kingston, 
London, Niagara Falls, Peterborough, Sarnia, Sault Ste. Marie, Sandwich, St. Boniface, 
Regina, Edmonton, Nanaimo, New Westminster and North Vancouver recorded gains in both 
comparisons.

During August, permits were 
granted for ‘the erection of about cbQ dwellicgs and 1,600 other buildings, estimated to 
cost approximately $900,0CO snd $1,930,000, respectively. 

New Brunswick reported a slight increase in the estimated value of building as com- 
pared with August, 1934, while in the remaining provinces there were declines, that of 
$562,037 or 32.9 pece in Ontario being most pronounced. 

As compared with september, 19443, there was improvement in Nova Scotia, Quebec, 
Ontario and Saskatchewan. ‘he greatest gain of $541,345 or 42,3 pec. was reported in 
Ontario. Of the declines elsewhere recorded, that of $107,202 or 38.3 pec. in British 
Columbia was most marked. 

Of the larger cities, Montreal and Toronto registered smaller totals of permits 
dssued than in August, but the value in each case was higher than in September, 1933. 
Winnipeg and Vancouver showed decreases in both comparisonse Of the other centres, 
Sydney, Saint John, Guelph, Owen Sound, Stratford, St. Catharines, Sarmia, Sault Ste. 
Marie, Welland, East Windsor. Woodstock, Regina, Lethbridge and Medicine Hat recorded 
increases as compared both with August, 1934, and September, 1933.

$1,775,052 for October, 1933. The value of the building permits issued in the first ten 
months of 1934 amounted to $21,745,919, an increase of $3,576,853 over the total for the 
same period in 1933; however, the aggregate was lower than in earlier years of the record.

In comparison with October, 1933: there was improvement in all provinces exeept

mtario reported the most pronounced increase, amounting to $789,970 or 109.6 p.c. 

Montreal showed a decrease as compared with September, 1934, and also with October, 
933; in Vancouver, there was a decline as compared with September, 1934, but an improvee 
lent over October, 193%, while Toronto and Winnipeg recorded increases in both comparisons.

Ontario and Saskatchewan reported increases of 13:0 p.c. and 372 Pecé, respectively, 
nm the value of the building authorized as compared with October, 1934. Reductions were 
adicated in the remaining provinces, those of $132,504, or 21.2 Pece in Quebec and 
122,060 or 83.3 p.c. in Manitoba being largest. 

As compared with November, 1933, Nova Scotia, New Brunswick, Quebec, Ontario, Sask 
tchewan, Alberta and British Columbia reported increases, of which the greatest was that 
£$737,255 or 76.0 p.c. in Ontario. There was a decline of $26,635 or 5241 pece in this 
omparison in Manitoba. 

Of the four largest centres, Toronto recorded an increase in the value of the build 
hg authorized in November as compared with the preceding month, and also with November 
f last year; in Montreal and Vancouver, the aggregate value was higher than in November, 
933, but lower than in October of this year, while in Winnipeg there was a reduction in 
oth comparisons.

The building permits issued by 61 cities in December, 1934, represented construction 
work valued at $2,496,535, as compared with $2,606,868 in November, 1934, and $1,983,292 
in December, 1933. There was, therefore, a decrease of $110,333 or 4.2 p.ce in December 
as compared with the preceding month, but an increase of $513,243 or 25.9 pec. in the 
more significant comparismwith the same month of 1933. The value of the building author- 
ized during 1934 was $26,828,209, an increase of $5,051,713 or 23.2 pecs over the total 
for 1933; the 1933 figures are based on revised statistics furnished by city officials, 
while those for 1934 are at present unrevised. Revised figures for 1934 will be publish- 
ed next month. 

Detailed statements were received from some 50 cities, showing that they had issued 
some 125 permits for dwellings valued at more than $400,000 and over 450 permits for 
other buildings at an estimated cost of about $1,900,000. There were also four permits 
taken out for engineering work at a cost of $104,000. During November, the construction 
of some 250 dwellings and 1,500 other buildings was authorized; these were estimated to 
cost approximately $900,000 and $1,605,000, respectively. 

As compared with the preceding month, Ontario, Manitoba and Alberta reported in- 
creases in the value of the authorized building, Alberta showing the greatest gain of 
$144,074 or 230.8 pec. Declines were indicated in the remaining provinces, that of 
$237,597 or 48.3 pec. in Quebec being most pronounced. 

_ Prince Edward Island, Nova Scotia, Ontario, Manitoba, Alberta and British Columbia 
recorded increases as compared with December, 1933, in the value of the building author- 
ized. In this comparison .%.:., Ontario reported the greatest gain of $826,568 or 83.6 
Pece Of the reductions in tne remaining provinces, that of $583,961 or 69.7 pecs in 
Quebec was most marked. j 

Of the four largest cities, Toronto registered increases, both as compared with 
November, 1934, and December, 1933. Vancouver reported a decline as compared with 
November, 1934, but an increase over December, 1933, while Montreal and Winnipeg showed 
reductions in the value of the building permits issued in each comparison. Of the smaller 
centres, New Glasgow, Moncton, Saint Jom, Shawinigan Falls, Brantford, Chatham, Hamilton, 
Niagara Falls, Oshawa, Peterborough, Port Arthur, St. Thomas, Sarnia, York and East York, 
Welland, Walkerville, Woodstock, St. Boniface, Calgary, Lethbridge and Nanaimo recorded 
advances as compared with the preceding month, and also with December, 1933.

There was a seasonal decline in the value of the building permits issued by 
61 cities during January as compared with the preceding month, but the total was slight- 
ly higher than in January, 1934; the co-operating municipalities reported permits for 
buildings estimated to cost $786,544, compared with $2,521,820 in December, 1934, ana 
$707,812 in January of last year. ‘There was, therefore, a reduction of 68.8 pec. in 
the first comparison, but an increase of 11.1 PoC. in the second and more significant 
comparison. . 

Some 50 cities furnished detailed statemenis, showing that they had granted some 
75 permits for dwellings valued at about $310,000, and about 375 permits for other 
buildings estimated to cost approximately $330,000. in December, authority was granted 
for the erection of some 125 dwellings and 50 other duildings, estimated to cost approx- 
imately $400,000 and $1,900,000, respectively. 

Saskatchewan was the only province to report an increase in the value of the build- 
ing authorized during January as compared with December, 1934, there being a gain of 
$10,360 in this comparison. Of the declines elsewhere recorded, the greatest were those 
‘of $1,366,506 or 74.9 p.c. in Ontario, and of $182,559 or 83.4 pece in Albertas 

As compared with January, 1934, Quebec, Ontario, Manitoba, Saskatchewan, Alberta 
and British Columbia showed increases; these weve in sach case on a small scale, that 
of $29,622 or 35.2 pec. in British Columbia being largest. There were percentages 
declines of 54.8 and 84.4 in Nova Scotia and New Brunswick, respectively, but the re- 
duction in the actual value of the authorized building was small, amounting to $17,040 
in Nova Scotia and $15,967 in New Brunswick. 

_ In Winnipeg and Vancouver there were increases in the valve of the building permits 
granted over the preceding month, and also as compared with the same month of last year, 
While in Montreal and Toronto. there were declines in the former, but increases in the 
latter comparison. The following cities reported jucreases in both comparisons ~ 
Sydney, Quebec, Three Rivers, Guelph, Owen Sound, Sault Ste. Marie, Moose Jaw,Saskatoon 
and New Westminter.

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BUILDING PERMITS REPORTS FOR FEBRUARY, 1935. WITH COMPARATIVE STATEMENTS 


FOR JANUARY, 1 AND FEBRUARY, 19344. 


The value of the building represented by the permits issued by 61 cities during 
February, as compiled by the Dominion Bureau of Statistics, showed a decided increase, 
being higher by $2,811,905, or 357.5 p.c., than in the preceding month and by $2,704,347, 
or 302.5 p.c., than in February of last year; the total stood at $3,598,449 during 
February, 1935, as compared with $786,544 in January, 1935, and $894,102 in February, 
1934. The authorizations reported in February were greater in value than in the same 
month of any other year since 1931; they also exceeded those indicated in any month of 
1934. One large permit in Ottawa contributed materially to the increase, but the 
general trend shown in this report is strongly upward. 

Some 50 cities furnished detailed Statistics, showing that they had granted 95 
permits for dwellings valued at over $300,000 and more than 500 permits for other build- 
ings, estimated to cost in excess of $2,808,365. In January, authority was given for 
the erection of some (5 dwellings and 375 other buildings, estimated at approximately 
$310,000 and $330,000, respectively. 

Prince Edward Island, Nova Scotia, New Brunswick, Quebec, Ontario, Manitoba,Alberta 
and British Columbia reported increases in the value of the permits issued as compared 
with January, 1935; the largest gain, of $1,940,126 or 423.1 psce, took place in 
Ontario. Saskatchewan showed a decline of $10,460, or 55.4 pec., in this comparison. 

As compared with February, 1934, Prince Edward Island, Nova Scotia, Quebec, Ontario, 
Manitoba, Alberta and British Columbia recorded increases, that of $1,932,899, or 

14.9 PeCe, in Ontario being most markeds New Brunswick and Saskatchewan reported ree 
ductions of $4,355, or 29.4 p.ec., and $12,925, or 60.5 poce, respectively, in this 
comparison. 

Hach of the larger cities,- Montreal, Toronto, Winnipeg and Vancouver,- recorded 
increases in the value of the permits issued as compared with January, 1935, and also 
as compared with February, 1934. Of the other centres, Charlottetown, New Glasgow, 
Moncton, Shawinigan Falls, Sherbrooke, Three Rivers, Westmount, Chatham, Hamilton, 
London, Niagara Falls, Ottawa, Sarnia, York & East York Townships, Riverside, Brandon, 
St. Boniface, Calgary, Kamloops, Nanaimo, New Westminster, Prince Rupert, North Van- 
couver and Victoria reported improvement in each of these comparisons.

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BUILDING PERMITS FOR MARCH, 1935, WITH COMPARATIVE STATEMENTS FOR FEBRUARY, 
1935, AND MARCH, 1934, AND CUMULATIVE FIGURES VOR FIRST? QUARTER, 1920-1935. 

According to returns tabulated by the Dominion Bureau of Statistics, the value of the 

building permits issued by 6). cities during March was $4,009,675; this was an increase 

of $411,226 or 11.4 poc. over the lebiruary total of $3.598,449, while there was also the 

substantial increase of $2,900,590 or 261.5 pec. in the more significant comparison with 

the aggregate of $1,109,085 vreported for Mavch, 1934. The authorization of a large 

public building in Winnipsg was en portant factor in the increase during the month under 

review, but the general movement in construction activities shown in this report is also 

decidedly upward. The value of the building authorized during the first quarter of the 

present year amounted to $8,794,668, an increase of $5, 683,669. or 209.7 pece over the 

game period of 1934; it was alco higher by 173.8 psce than in the months, January~March 

of 1933, but was lower than in the first quarter of any other year since 1920. 

Some 50 cities furnished detailed statistics, showing that they had granted over 300) 
permits for dwellings vaiued at nore than $450,000 and some 1,000 permits for other build 
ings estimated to cost epprorimately $3,400,000. In addition, one centre reported that 
it had authorized an engineering projec’ valued at approximately $14,000. In February, 
authority was given for the erection of some 95 dwellings and more than 500 other builde 
ings, estimated to involve expenditures of approximately $300,000 and $2, 808,365, respect~ 
ively. 

New Brunswick, Manitoba, Saskatchewan and Alberta reported increases in the value of 
the building authorized during March, 1935, as compared with the preceding month. The 
greatest gain was that of $1,216,850 or 5398co1Re%in Menitoba. The largest decline in the 
remaining provinces was that of $67%,976 or 28.1 p-c. in Ontario. ) 

As compared with March, 1934, Ontario, Manitoba, Saskatchewan, Alberta and Britigh 
Columbia recorded increases, those of $1,269,709 or 279.0 pec. in Ontario and $1,492,454, 
or almost fifty-fold in Manitoba being most marked. The reductions elsewhere recorded 
were small, the largest being thai of $54,256 or 18 poc. in Quebec. 

Of the larger cities, Winnipcg and Vancouver showed increases as compared with 
February, 1935, and March, 1934, those in the former city being substantial. Toronto 
reported a slight decline in the first. bus & large gein in the second comparison, while 
Montreal recorded losses in both compariscas. Of the other centres, Shawinigan Falls,. 
Sherbrooke, Three Rivers, Belleville, Brentford, Guelph, Kitchener, London, Oshawa, Owen 
Sound, Peterborough, Port Arthur, St. Catharines, Sault Ste. Marie, York & Bast York 
Townships, Welland, Windsor, Bast Windsor. Riverside, Woodstock, Moose Jaw, Regina, 
Saskatoon, Calgary, Lethbridge, \ancimo and Frince Rupert reported higher totals than in 
@ither February, 1935, or March, 19354.

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BUILDING PERMITS FOR APRIL, 1935, WITH COMPARATIVE STATEMENTS FOR MARCH,1935, 
AND APRIL, 1934, AND CUMULATIVE FIGURES FOR FIRST FOUR MONTHS, 1920-1935. 


The Dominion Bureau of Statistics tabulated returns from 61 cities which 
granted building permits valued at $6,272,052 during April, as compared with 
$4,009,675 in the preceding month, and $2,269,157 in the same month of last year. 
There was, therefore, an increase of $2,262,377 or 56.4 PeCe as compared with March, 
While there was also a pronounced increase of $4,002,895 or 176.4 pecs in the more 
significant comparison with April, 1934. So far in 1935, the value of building 
authorized in each month has been higher than in the same month of last year, while 
the total for each of the last three months has also exceeded that for the correspond- 
ing months of 1933 or 1932. The cumulative total for the first four months of the 
present year was consequently higher than in the period January-April of 1932, 1933 
or 1934. Although the improvement is mainly due to the granting of construction 
permits for large public buildings in several centres as an unemployment relief 
Measure, the movement in general building operations has also been decidedly favour- 
able as compared with the last few years. However, in comparison with earlier years 
of the record (viz., 1920+1931),the value of building authorization continues lows 
The index of wholesale prices of building materials during the elapsed months of the 
present year, at 81.5 pec. of the 1926 average, was lower than in the same period of 
any other of the sixteen years for which building permits statistics are available, 
with the exception of 1932 and 1933. 


Some 50 cities furnished detailed statistics for April, 1935, showing that 
they had issued more than 350 permits for dwellings valued at over $2,500,000, and 
for almost 1,800 other buildings, estimated to cost over $3,200,000. In addition, 
Brantford reported an engineering project valued at approximately $8,000. In March, 
authority was given for the erection of about 150 dwellings and 1,000 other build 
ings,valued at approximately $450,000 and $3,400,000 respectively, while one 
engineering project valued at approximately $14,000 was also reported. 


All provinces except Manitoba recorded increases in the value of the 
building permits issued during April as compared with the preceding month, the 
greatest gains of $1,793,634 or 104.0 pec. and $1,557,866 or 628.6 pec. taking place 
in Ontario and Quebec, respectively. 


As compared with April, 1934, there were increases in Quebec, Ontario, 
Manitoba and Alberta, those of $2,486,456 or 241.0 p.ce in Ontario, and $1,306,968 
or 262.0 PeCe in Quebec being especially notable. 


Of the four largest cities, Montreal and Vancouver registered increases in 
the building authorized during April as compared with the preceding month, and 
also as compared with April, 1934; the increase in Mcntreal was particularly 
pronounced. In Toronto and Winnipeg, the value wis lower than in March, 1935, but 
higher than in April, 1934. Of the other centres, New Glasgow, Moncton, Quebec, 
Sherbrooke, Belleville, Guelph, Hamilton, Kingston, Kitchener, London, Niagara 
Falls, Peterborough, Port Arthur, Stratford, St. Catharines, St. Thomas, Sarnia, 
Sault Ste. Marie, York and East York Townships, Windsor, East Windsor, Riverside, 
Walkerville, Brandon, Edmonton, Medicine Hat. New Westminster and North Vancouver 
reported increases in the value of the permits issued as compared with March, 1935, 


and also with April, 1934.

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BUILDING PERMITS FOR MAY. 1935. WITH COMPARATIVE STATEMENTS FOR APRIL, 1935, 


AND MAY, 1934, AND CUMULATIVE FIGURES FOR FIRS? FIVE MONTES, 1920-1935. 


The value of the building permits issued by 61 cities during May, 1935, was 
lower by 23.7 pc. than in April, 1935, but was higher by 58.9 p.c. than in May, 
1934, a Comparison of greater significance. According to statements tabulated 
by the Dominion Bureau of Statistics, the authorizations amounted to $4, 799,28 3 
as compared with $6,292,152“in the preceding moath, and $3,019,761 in May, 1934. 


So far this year, the valve of building authorized in each month has been 
higher than in the same month of 1934, while in each of the last four months, the 
total has also exceeded that for the corresponding month of 1933. The cumulative 
total for the first five months of the presont year is higher than in the period 
January - May of any of the last threes years. The improvement is partly due to 
the granting of construction permits for puolic buildings in several centres as an 
unemployment relief measure, but the movements in general building operations has 
- also been much more favyoureble than in the last few years. In comparison with 
earlier years of the record, from 1920 to 1 31, however, the value of building 
authorizations continues low. The index number of wholesale prices of building 
materials during the clapsed months of the present year, at 81.7 p.c. of the 1926 
average, was lower than in the same period of any preceding year for which building 
statistics for the 61 cities are cn record, with the exception of 1932 and 1933, 


Some 50 cities furnished dstailed statistics, showing that they had issued 
over 400 permits for dwellings valued a% approximately $1,373,000 and for more 
than 2,300 other buildings estimated to cost nearly $3,260,000. In addition, 
engineering projects, having an estimated cost of $119,152, were authorized in 
four cities, viz., Brantford, Guelph, Moose Jaw and Calgary. In April, authority 
was given for the erection of somes 350 dwollings and 1,800 other buildings, valued 
at approximately $2,500,000 and $3,200,000, respectively, while there was algo an 
engineering project estimated to cost approximately $8,000. 


Nova Scotia, New Brunswick, Manitoba. Saskatchewan and British Columbia 
reported increases in the value of the permits issued as compared with April,1935, 
that of $84,150 in Saskatchewan being the most pronounced. ‘The remaining provinces 
showed declines in this comparison, that of $1,366,111 or 38.8 pec. in Ontario 
being greatest. . 


As compared with May, 1934, Nova Scotia, Quebec, Ontario, Manitoba, Sask~ 
atchewan, Alberta and British Columbia vegistered increases, of which those of 
$806,451 or 191.5 pece in Quebec and $785,583 or 57-5 pec. in Ontario were most 
noteworthy. In New Brunswick, there was a decline of $18,876 or 33.1 p.c., while 
no report for May was received from Prince Hdward Island. 


Of the four largest cities, Toronto, Winnipeg and Vancouver showed improve~ 
ment as compared with last month and also with the same month of 1934; Montreal 
registered a loss as compared with April, 1935, but an increase over May of last 
year. Of the other centres, Halifax, New Glasgow, Sydney, Quebec, Brantford, 
Chatham, Galt, Kingston, Kitchener, Oshawe, Ottawa, Fort Arthur, St. Thomas, 
Woodstock, Moose Jaw, Lethbridge, Nanaimo, Prince Rupert, North Vancouver and 
Victoria showed increases in the value of the building authorized as compared with 
either the preceding month or the same month of 1934.

BUILDING PERMITS FOR JUNE, 1935, WITH COMPARATIVE STATEMENTS FOR MAY, 1935, 
__AND JUNE, 1934, AND CUMULATIVE i FIGURES FOR FIRST HALF-YEAR, 1920-1935. 


The value of the building permits issued by 61 cities during June was $5,117,066; 
this was Bp BGrene? of $291,881 or six p.c., as compared with the May total of 
i925 4185 » and of $2,705,606 or 112.2 p.c. in the more significant comparison with 
June, 1934, when the authorizations amounted to $2,411,460. 


The value of the building authorized in each month of the present year has been 
higher than in the same month of 1934, while since January, the aggregate for each month 
has also exceeded that for the corresponding month in 1933. The cumulative total for 
the first six months of 1935 is higher than in any of the last three years. Although 
the improvement is partly due to the granting of construction permits for public build- 
ings in several centres as an unemployment relief measure, the movement in general 
building operations has also been distinctly more favourable than in the last few years. 
In comparison with earlier years of the record, from 1920 to 1931, however, the value of 
building authorizations continues low. The index number of wholesale prices of building 
materials during the elapsed months of 1935, at 81.5 p.c. of the 1926 basic average, was 
lower than in the same period of any preceding year for which building statistics for the 
61 cities are on record, with the exception of 1932 and 1931. 


Some 50 cities furmished detailed statements for June, 1935, showing that they had 
issued more than 300 permits for dwellings valued at over $1,241,000 and some 1,900 
permits for other buildings estimated to cost approximately $3,700,000, while engineer-— 
ing projects valued at an aggregate of $23,000 were authorized in Brantford. During 
May, authority was given for the erection of almost 400 dwellings and some 2,300 other 
buildings, valued at approximately $1,373,000 and $3,260,000, respectively; engineering 
projects estimated at $119,152 were also authorized. 


Improvement over May, 1935, was recorded in Prince Edward Island, Ontario, Manitoba, 
Alberta and British Columbia, the gain of $278,842 or 90.8 pec. in British Columbia 
being greatest. Of the declines elsewhere reported, those of $190,751 or 11.3 DeCe 
in Qwbec and $103,505 or 72.6 p.c. in Saskatchewan were most pronounced. 


As compared with June, 1934, there were increases in Prince Edward Island, Quebec, 
Ontario, Manitoba, Saskatchewan, Alberta and British Columbia; the gain of $1,008,847 
or 75.8 psc. in Ontario and $1,004,953 or 204.2 p.c. in Quebec were largest. In 
Nova Scotia and New Brunswick, there were decreases of $36,655 and $25,881, respect- 
ively, in this comparison. 


Of the larger cities, Montreal, Winnipeg and Vancouver recorded increases in the 
value of the permits issued as compared with May, 1935, and also with June, 1934 
Toronto showed a loss in the first, but a gain in the second comparison. Of the 
other centres, Charlottetown, Brantford, Fort William, Galt, Guelph, London, Oshawa, 
Owen Sound, Peterborough, Stratford, St. Catharines, St. Thomas, Yor’: and East York 
Townships, East Windsor, Riverside, Regina, Calgary, Kamloops and New Westminster 
also reported improvement over May, 1935, and June, 1934.

The value of the building permits issued during August, 1935, was practically 
the same as in the preceding month, while in the more significant comparison with 
August of last year, there was a considerable increase; during the month under review, 
the 61 co-operating centres authorized building estimated to cost $4,293,058, as 
compared with $4,266,224 in July, 1935, and $3,764,425 in August, 1934. There was, 
therefore, an increase of 0.6 p.c. in the first comparison and of ie pec. in the 
second, 


The value of the building authorized in each month of the present year has been 
higher than in the same month of 1934, while since January, the aggregate for each 
month has also exceeded that for the corresponding month in 1933. The cumlative 
total for the first eight months of 1935 is higher than in any of the last three years, 
standing at $33,188,353, as compared with $17,433,272 in the months January - August, 
1934, $14,407,111 in 1933 and $32,576,464 in 1932. Although the improvement indicated 
in the present year is partly due to the granting of construction permits for public 
buildings in several centres as an unemployment relief measure, the movement in general 
building operations has also been distinctly more favourable than in the last few years. 
In comparison with earlier years of the record, from 1920 to 1931, however, the value 
of building authorizations continues low. The index number of wholesale prices of 
building materials during the elapsed months of 1935, at 82,0 p.c. of the 1926 basic 
average, was lower than in the same period of any preceding year for which building 
statistics for the 61 cities are on record,with the exception of 1932 and 1933. 


Some 50 cities furnished detailed statistics showing that they had issued about 
2ho permits for dwellings estimated to cost over $1,800,000 and more than 1,900 permits 
for other buildings valued at approximately $2,400,000. During July, authority was 
granted for the erection of some 300 dwellings and 1,900 other buildings, estimated 
at about $1,090,000 and $3,100,000, respectively. 


Nova Scotia, Ontario and Saskatchewan reported gains as contpared with July, 
1935, that of $903,917 in Nova Scotia being most pronounced. Of the reductions 
elsewhere indicated, that of $1,118,126 or 74.3 p.c. in British Columbia was greatest. 


Nova Scotia, Ontario and British Columbia reported higher aggregates of 
building permits issued than in August of last year; the largest increase of $873,252 
was in Nova Scotia. Of the declines recorded in the remaining provinces, that of 


$633,687 or 65.7 p.ce in Quebec was most marked. \. 


Of the four largest cities, Montreal and Winnipeg showed decreases as 
compared with July, 1935, and also with August, 1934, while in Toronto and Vancouver 
there was a decline in the first, but an increase in the second comparison.

PUILDING PERMITS FOR NOMEMBER, 1935, WITH COMPARATIVE STATEMENTS FoR OCTOBER, 1935, 
AND NOVEMBER, 1934, AND CUMULATIVE FIGURES FOR FIRST ELEVEN MONTHS , 1920-1935. 


The aggregate value of the construction represented by the building permits 
issued by 58 cities during November was $3,315,001. This was a seasonal decline of 
$705,307 or 17o5 pec. as compared with the October total of $4,020,308, but an 
increase of $692,467, or 26.4 p.c. in the more significant comparison with the 
November, 1934, figure of $2,622,534, 


The value of the building authorized in each month of the present year has 
been higher than in the same month of 1934, while since January, the aggregate for 
each month has also exceeded that for the Gorresponding month in 1933. The cumulative 
total for the first eleven months of 1935 is higher than in any of the last three 
“years, standing at $43,846,688, as compared with $24,935,704 in the months January- 
November, 1934, $19,793,204 in 1933 ana $40,750,142 in 1932. Although the improvement 
indicated in the present year is partly due to the granting of construction permits 
for public buildings in several centres as an unemployment relief measure, the move- 
ment in general building operations has also been distinctly more favourable than in 
_ the last few years. In comparison with parlier years of the record, from 1920 to 1931, 
~ however, the value of building authorizations continues low. The index number of 
wholesale prices of building materials during the elapsed momths of 1935, at 82.1 PeCe 
of the 1926 basic average, was lower than in the same oeriod of any preceding year for 
which building statistics for the 58 cities are on record, with the exception of 1932 
and 1933, while it was the same as in 19351. 


Some 50 cities firmished detailed statistics, showing that they had issued 
over 260 permits for dwellings estimated to cost more than $1,434,000, and about 
1,060 permits for other buildings estimated at almost $1,640,000. In addition, 
authority was granted for engineering projects valued at $13,500. During October, 
permits were issued for the erection of about 400 dwellings and 1,500 other buildings, 
estimated to cost approximately $1,200,000 and $2,500,000, respectively, while 
engineering projects valued at $33,244 were also authorized. 


New Brunswick, Ontario and Saskatchewan reported increases in the value of 
the building authorized as compared with October, 1935, that of $187,588, or 8.9 pece 
in Ontario being greatest. Of the reductions indicated #n the remaining provinces, 


that of $738,124, or 58.7 pece in Quebec was the largest. 


As compared with November, 1934, Nova Scotia, Quebec, Ontario, Manitoba 
and British Columbia reported increases, of which the greatest was that of $598,340 
or 35.0 pece in Ontario. The declines in the other provinces were comparatively 


small. 


Of the four largest centres, Toronto recorded an increase in the value of 
the building authorized in November as compared with the preceding month, and also 
with November of last year, while in Montreal, Winnipeg and Vancouver, the aggregate 
value was higher than in November, 1934, but lower than in October of this year. 

Of the other centres, New Glasgow, Sydney, Moncton, Guelph, Hamilton, Kitchener, 
London, Owen Sound, St. Catharines, York and East York Townships, Saskatoon, 
Medicine Hat, Nanaimo and Prince Rupert reported greater building authorizations 


than in either comparison.

The building permits issued by 58 cities in December, 1935, represented 
construction work valued at $2,390,014, as compared with $3,315,001 in November, 
1935, and $2,521,820 in December, 1934, There was, therefore, a decrease of 
$924,987 or 2/9 pc. in December as compared with the preceding month, and of 
$131,806 or 5.2 p.c. as compared with the same month of 1934. 


In 1935, the value of the building authorized in each month but December 

was greater than in the same month of 1934, while from January, the aggregate for 
each month exceeded that for the correspoming month in 1933. The total for 1935 
was higher than in any of the last three years, standing at $46,236,702, as com 
pared with $27,457,524 in 1934, $21,776,496 in 1933 ana $42,319,397 in 1932; the 
1935 figures are unrevised, while those for previous years are revised. Although 
the improvement indicated last year was partly due to the granting of construction 
permits for public buildings in several centres as an unemployment relief measure, 
the movement in general building operations was also more favourable than in the 


last few years. In comparison with earlier years of the record, from 1920 to 


1931, however, the value of building authorizations continues low. The index 
number of wholesale prices of building materials during 1935, at 82.2 p.c. of the 
1926 basic average, was lower than in any preceding year for which building 
statistics for the 58 cities are on record, with the exception of 1931, 1932 and 


1933-6 


A review of building permits granted in 1935 will be issued next month. 


Detailed statements were received from some 50 cities, showing that they 
had issued some 160 permits for dwellings valued at almost $400,000 and over 
300 permits for other buildings at an estimated cost of more than $800,000. 
There were also four permits taken out for engineering work at a cost of $47,770. 
During November, the construction of some 260 dwellings and 1,060 other buildings 
was authorized; these were estimated to cost approximately $1,434,000 and 
$1,640,000, respectively. 


As compared with the preceding month, Quebec reported an increase of 
$4.09, 600 or /9 pec. in the value of the authorized building. Declines were 
indicated in the remaining provinces, that of $1,165,953 or 50.6 p.ce in Ontario 
being most pronounced. 


Quebec, Saskatchewan and British Columbia recorded increases as compared 
With December, 1934, in the value of the building authorized. In this comparison, 
Quebec reported the greatest gain of $673,951, or 265 pece Of the reduction in 
the remaining provinces, that of $684,752 or 3765 peCe in Ontario was most marked. 


Of the four largest cities, Montreal registered increases, both as compared 
with November, 1935, and December, 1934. Winnipeg and Vancouver reported 


declines as compared with the preceding month, but an increase over the same 
‘month in 1934, while Toronto showed reductions in the value of the building 


permits issued in each comparison. Of the smaller centres, Sherbrooke, Three 
Rivers, Westmount, Belleville, Chatham, Stratford, St. Thomas, Sault Ste. Marie, 
Woodstock, Saskatoon, Edmonton, Kamloops, Nanaimo and New Westminster recorded 
advances as compared with November, 1935, and also with December, 1934.

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BUILDING PERMITS REPORTS FOR JANUARY, 1936, WITH COMPARATIVE STATEMENTS 
FOR DECEMBER, 1935, AND JANUARY, 1935. 


There was a seasonal decline in the value of the building permits 
issued by 58 cities during January as compared with the preceding month, but the 
total was considerably higher than in January, 1935; the co-operating municipalities 
reported permits for buildings estimated to cost $1,283,716, compared with $2,401,856 
in December, 1935, and $882,878 in January of last year. There was, therefore, a 
reduction of 46.6 p.c. in the first comparison, but an increase of 45.4 p.c. in the 
second and more gignificant comparison. 


Some 50 cities furnished detailed Statements, showing that they had 
granted some 95 permits for dwellings valued at over $376,000, and about 380 permits 
for other buildings estimated to cost approximately $556,000; a permit was also 
taken out for an engineering project estimated to cost about $1,600. In December, 
authority was granted for the erection of some 160 dwellings and 300 other buildings, 
estimated to cost approximately $400,000 and $800,000, respectively. 


Prince Edward Island, Nova Scotia, New Brunswick and British Columbia 
reported increases in the value of the building authorized during January as compared 
with December, 1935, the gain of $208,876 or 95-4 p.c. in British Columbia being 
greatest. Of the declines elsewhere recorded, the most marked were those of $e4u4, ogh 
or 69.4 p.c. in Quebec, and $683,395 or 59.9 pec. in Ontario. 


As compared with January, 1935, Prince Edward Island, Nova Scotia, 
New Brunswick, Quebec and British Colwnbia showed increases; that of $307,607 in 
British Columbia being largest. In the remaining provinces, the value of projected 
building as represented by the building permits taken out showed declines, of which 
that of $101,741 or 18.2 pec. in Ontario was most pronounced. 


In Vancouver, there was an increase in the value of the building 
permits granted over the preceding month, and also as compared with the same 
Month of last year; in Montreal, there was a decline in the former, but an increase 
in the latter comparison, while Toronto and Winnipeg showed decreases in both 
Comparisons.

BUILDING PERMITS REPORTS Soe gic 1936, WITH COMPARATIVE STAT EMENTS 
FOR JANUARY, 1936, AND FEBRUARY, 1935. 


The value of the building represented by the permits issuedby 58 cities 
stood at $1,911,884 in February, 1936; this was an increase of $628,168 or 4g.g 
PeCe over the total of $1,283,716 for the preceding month, but a decline of 
$1,689,753 or 46.9 p.c. as Compared with the aggregate of $3,601,637in February 
of last year, when authority had been granted for the erection of a large public 
buitding in one of the co-operating cities. The unusually severe weather of the 
present winter has retarded operations in building’in many parts of the Dominion. 


Some 50 cities furnished detailed statistics, showing that they had 
granted over 100 permits for dwellings valued at nearly $310,000, and-not quite 
600 permits for other buildings, estimated to cost in excess of $1,580,000. 

In January, authority was given for the erection of some 95 dwellings and 380 
other buildings, estimated at approximately $376,000 and $556,000, respectively. 


Prince Edward Island, Saskatchewan, Alberta and British Columbia 
reported increases in the value of the permits issued as compared with January, 
1936; the greatest gain, of $756,311 or 176.8 p.ce. took place in British 
Columbia. The remaining provinces showed declines in this comparison, that 
of $80,656 or 28.4 p.ce in Quebec being largest. 


As compared with February, 1935, Prince Edward Island and British 
Columbia recorded increases; the gain in the latter was considerable, amount- 
ing to $932,638 or 370.9 pece Of the decreases in the other provinces, that 
of $1,957,703 or 81.7 pec. in Ontario was most pronounced. 


Of the four largest cities, only Vancouver reported an increase 
in the value of the building authorized as compared with either January, 1936, 
or February, 1935. Toronto showed an improvement in the former, but a loss 
in the latter comparison, while in Montreal and Winnipeg the total wag lower 
in each case. 


Of the other centres, Charlottetown, Saint John, Shawinigan Falis, 
Westmount, Belleville, Galt, Guelph, Kingston, Oshawa, Owen Sound, Peterborough, 
Stratford, Sault Ste. Marie, Welland, Woodstock, Moose Jav, Saskatoon, Medicine 
Hat and Victoria reported improvement over the preceding month and also ag 
compared with the same month of last year.

total of $1,911,884. On the other hand, there was a decline of $ 1, 661,48 
or 41.3 P-C.e as compared with the aggregate of $ 4,022,755 reported for 
March, 1935, when authority had been granted for the erection of a large 
public building in one of the co-operating cities. Construction work so 
far this year has been retarded by unusually severe weather in many sections 
of the country. 


The value of the building authorized during the first quarter of the 
present year amounted to $ 5,556,871: this was a decrease of $ 2,950,399 
or 34.7 p.c. as compared with the same period of 1935, although it was higher 
than in the months, January-March of 1934 or 1933. The cumulative total 
for the first quarter in each of the last five years has been considerably 
lower than in any other year of the record. 


Some 50 cities furnished detailed statistics for March, 1936, showing 
that they had granted some 265 permits for dwellings valued at more than 
$ 1,166,000 and over 1,200 permits for other buildings estimated to cost 
approximately $ 994,000. In addition, engineering projects, valued at 
approximately $ 12,300, were authorized in two cities. During February, 
authority was given for the erection of about 100 dwellings and almost 
600 other buildings, estimated to cost approximately $ 310,000 and $ 1,580,000, 
respectively. 


Nova Scotia, New Brunswick, Quebec, Ontario, Manitoba and Alberta 
reported increases in the value of the building authorized during March, 
1936, as compared with the preceding month. The greatest gain was that 
of $ 711,796 or 162.2 p.c. in Ontario. ‘There was a large reduction in 
British Columbia, where the value of the construction permits taken out 
declined from $1,184,062 in February, to $ 496,750 in the month under 
review, or by 58 p.c. 


As compared with March, 1935, Nova Scotia, New Brunswick, Quebec and 
British Columbia recorded increases, that of $ 274,808 or 123.8 p.ce in 
British Columbia being most marked. Of the reductions elsewhere recorded, 
that of $ 1,477,400 in Manitoba was greatest. 


Of the larger cities, Montreal showed increases as compared with February, 
1936, and March, 1935; in Toronto and Winnipeg there were gains over the 
preceding month, but losses as compared with the same month of last year. 

On the other hand, Vancouver reported a decline in the first, but an increase 
in the second comparison. Of the other centres, Halifax, Sydney, Fredericton, 
Saint John, Quebec, Sherbrooke, Belleville, Fort Willian, Hamilton, Kingston, 
Niagara Falls, Peterborough, Port Arthur, Stratford, Sarnia, York and East 
York Townships, Welland, Edmonton, Medicine Hat, Kamloops, Nanaimo, New 
Westminster and North Vancouver reported higher totals than in either February, 


1936, or March, 1935.

The Dominion Bureau of Statistics tabulated returns from 58 cities 
which granted permits for construction work valued at $ 3,183,336 during April, 
as compared with $ 2,361,771 in the preceding month, and $ 6,300,046 in the 
Same month of last year. There was, therefore, an increase of $ 821,565 or 
34.8 p.c. as compared with March, but the April, 1936, total was smaller by 
$ 3,116,710, or hg.5 DeC., than in April, 1935, when permits had been taken 
out for the construction of public buildings in certain centres. 


The estimated value of the construction authorized in the first four 
months of the present year was $ 8,740, 707; this was considerably lower than 
the aggregate of $ 14,807,316 reported in the period January-April, 1935, 
although it was higher than in these months of either 1934 or 1933. The cumlative 
total for the first four months of each of the last five years has been very 
much lower than in any earlier year of the record: the wholesale prices of 
building materials have also been decidedly lower since 1931 than in any preceding 
year since 1920. 


Some 50 cities furnished detailed statistics for April, 1936, showing 
that they had issued more than 300 permits for dwellings valued at approximately 
$ 1,300,000, and for nearly 2,000 other buildings, estimated to cost almost 
$ 1,800,000. In March, authority was given for the erection of about 265 
dwellings and 1,200 other buildings, valued at approximately $ 1,166,000 and 
$ 994,000, respectively, while engineering projects estimated to cost some 
$ 12,300 were also reported. 


Prince Edward Island, Nova Scotia, Ontario, Manitoba, Saskatchewan 
and Alberta recorded moderate increases in the value of the building represented 
by the permits issued during April as compared with the preceding month, the 
greatest gain of $ 558,062 taking place in Alberta. In New Brunswick, Quebec 
end British Columbia there were small declines in this comparison. 


As compared with April, 1935, there were increases in Nova Scotia, 
Alberta and British Columbia, that of $ 246,131 or 60.2 p.c. in Alberta being 
Most noteworthy. In this comparison, New Brunswick, Quebec, Ontario and Manitoba 
Showed declines, of which that of $ 2,197,109 or 62.3 p.c. in Ontario was 


greatest. 


Of the four largest cities, Winnipeg and Vancouver registered increases 
in the building authorized during April as compared with the preceding month, 
and also as compared with April, 1935. In Toronto, the value was higher than 
in March, 1936, but lower than in April, 1935, while in Montreal there was 
&@ decrease in both comparisons. Of the other centres, Halifax, Sydney, Shawinigan 
Falls, Three Rivers, Westmount, Chatham, Fort William, Galt, Niagara Falls, 
Oshawa, Owen Sound, Peterborough, St. Thomas, Sault Ste. Marie, Riverside, 
Woodstock, Regina, Calgary, Edmonton, Lethbridge, Kamloops and Victoria 
reported increases in the value of the permits issued as compared with March, 


1936, and also with April, 1935.

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BUILDING PERMITS FOR MAY, 1936, WITH COMPARATIVE STATEMENTS FOR APRIL, 1936, 


AND MAY, 1935, AND CUMULATIVE FIGURES FOR FIRST FIVE MONTHS , 1920-1936. 


The value of the building permits issued by 58 cities during May, 
1936, was higher by 30.2 pec. than in April, 1936, but was lower by 12.0 DeCe 
than in May, 1935. According to statements tabulated by the Dominion Bureau 
of Statistics, the authorizations amounted to $ 4,160,988, as compared with 
$ 3,196,471 in the preceding month, and $ 4,728,340 in May of last year. 


The value of the building authorized in the first five months of 
the present year was $ 12,914,830; this was considerably lower than the aggregate 
of $ 19,535,656 reported in the period January - May, 1935, although it was 
decidedly higher than in the first five months of either 1934 or 1933. The 
cumulative total for the same period in each of the last five years has been 


' preceding year since 1920. 


Some 50 cities furnished detailed statistics for May, 1936, showing 
that they had issued almost LOO permits for dwellings valued at approximately 
$ 1,600,000, and for more than 2,000 other buildings, estimated to cost almost 
$ 2,200,000, while an engineering project valued at some $ 500 was also reported. 
In April, authority was given for the erection of about 300 dwellings and 
2,000 other buildings, valued at approximately $ 1,300,000 and $ 1,800,000, 
respectively. 


Prince Edward Island, Nova Scotia, New Brunswick, Quebec, Ontario, 
Manitoba, Saskatchewan and British Columbia recorded increases in the value 
of the building represented by the permits issued during May as compared with 
the preceding month, the greatest gain of $ 809,652 or 60.9 p.c. taking place 
in Ontario. In Alberta, the May total was lower by $ 514,308 or 78.6 p.c. 
than that for April. 


As compared with May, 1935, Nova Scotia, New Brunswick, Manitoba 
and British Columbia registered increases, of which that of $ 239,135 or 76.3 pec. 
in British Columbia was most noteworthy. The greatest decline was that of 


$ 991,334 or 58.7 p.c. in Quebec. 


Of the four largest cities, Winnipeg and Vancouver showed improvement 
as compared with last month and also with the same month of 1935; Montreal 
and Toronto recorded increases over April, 1936, but decreases as compared 
with May of last year. Of the other centres, Halifax, Sydney, Fredericton, 
Saint John, Shawinigan Falls, Belleville, London, Niagara Falls, Ottawa, 
Stratford, St. Catharines, Sault Ste. Marie, York and Hast York Townships, 
Welland, Windsor, St. Boniface, Medicine Hat, Kamloops, Nanaimo, New Westminster 
and Prince Rupert showed increases in the value of the building authorized 
as compared with either the preceding month or the same month of 1935.

BUILDING PERMITS FOR JUNE, 1936, WITH COMPARATIVE STATEMENTS FOR MAY, 1936,

The value of the building permits issued by 58 cities during June was 
$4,580,740; this was an increase of $414,902 or 10.0 p.c., as compared with the 
May total of $4,165,838,1/but a decrease of $524,115 or 10.2 p.c. in comparison 
with June, 1935, when the authorizations amounted to $5,104,855. 


The value of the building authorized in the first six months of the present 
yeer was $17,500,420; this was considerably lower than the aggregate of $24,640,511 
_ reported in the period January-June, 1935, although it was decidedly higher than 
in the first six months of either 1934 or 1933. The cumulative total for the same 
period in each of the last five years has been very much lower than in any other 
year on record; the wholesale prices of building materials have also been decidedly 
lower since 1931, than in any preceding year since 1920. 


Some 50 cities furnished detailed statistics for June, 1936, showing that 
they had issued more than 400 permits for dwellings valued at approximately 
$2,000,000 and for some 1,800 other buildings, estimated to cost almost $2,400,000. 
In May, authority was given for the erection of about 400 dwellings and 2,000 other 
buildings, valued at approximately $1,600,000 and $2,200,000, respectively. 


Prince Edward Island, Nova Scotia, Quebec, Ontario, Saskatchewan and Alberta 
recorded increases in the value of the building permits issued during June as 
compared with the preceding month, the greatest gain of $397,123 or 70.3 pec. 
taking place in Quebec. In New Brunswick, the June total was lower by 65.7 pec. 
than that for May. 


As compared with June, 1935, Nova Scotia and Saskatchewan registered increases 
of $107,775 or 139.3 p.c. and $70,930 or 181.0 p.c., respectively. Of the declines 
those of $403,630 or 27.0 p.a. in Quebec and $120,306 or 38.7 p.c. in Alberta were 
most pronounced. 


Of the larger cities, Montreal and Toronto recorded increases in the value 
of the permits issued as compared with May, 1936, but decreases as compared with 
June, 1935; Winnipeg and Vancouver showed losses in both comparisons. Of the other 
centres, Halifax, New Glasgow, Sydney, Quebec, Sherbrooke, Chatham, Fort William, 
Hamilton, Kingston, Kitchener, London, Owen Sound, Port Arthur, Stratford,

The value of the building permits issued during August, 1936, was 
smaller than in the preceding month, and was also less than in Auguss of last 
year; during the month under review, the 58 co-operating centres authorized 
building estimated to cost $3,672,845, as compared with $4,615,502 in July, 
1936, and $4,311,968 in August, 1935. There was, therefore, a decrease of 
20.4 p.c. in the first comparison, and of 14.8 p.c. in the second. 


The value of the building authorized in the first eight months of the 
present year was $25,788,767; this was lower than the aggregate of $33,348,881 
reported in the period January-August, 1935, although it was decidedly higher 
than in the first eight months of etther 1934 or 1933. ‘The cumulative total 
for this period in each of the last five years had been very much lower than 
in any other year on record; the wholesale prices of building materiels since 
1931 have also been decidedly lower than in any preceding year since 1920, 


Some 50 cities furnished detailed statistics Showing that they had 
issued about 350 permits for dwellings estimated to cost over $1,500,000 and 
more than 1,500 permits for other buildings valued at approximately €1,850,000. 
During July, authority was granted for the erection of some 4:00 dwellings and 


1,500 other buildings, estimated at about $1,700,000 and $2,300,000, respectively. 


As compared with July, 1936, Nova Scotia and Saskatchewan reported 
gains of $63,721 and $108,923, respectively. Of the reductions elsewhere 
indicated, that of $484,977 or 36.6 p.c. in Quebec was greatest. 


Prince Edward Island, New Brunswick, Quebec, Manitoba, Saskatchewan 
and Alberta reported higher aggregates of building permits issued than in 
August of last year; the largest increase of $508,938 or 154.0 PeCe was in 
Quebec. Of the declines recorded inthe remaining provinces, that of $790,531 
or 81.6 p.c. in Nova Scotia was most marked. 


Of the four largest cities, Toronto and Vancouver showed decreases 
as compared with July, 1936, and also with August, 1935, while in Montreal 
and Winnipeg there was a decline in the first, but an increase in the second 
comparison. Of the other centres, Sydney, Quebec, Shawinigan Falls, Three 
Rivers, Westmount, Chatham, London, Niagara Falls, Port Arthur, Sarnia, Sault 
Ste. Marie, Welland, St. Boniface, Regina, Saskatoon, Lethbridge, Mamloops 
and Victoria recorded gains in both comparisons.

Some 50 cities furnished dstailed statistics for September, showing that they 
tad issued about 360 permits for dwellings estimated to cost approximately $1,135,000 
md more than 1,800 permits for other buildings valued at about $2,170,000. In 
tddition, two cities authorized engineering projects valued at $16,270. During 
lugust, permits were granted for the erection of about 350 dwellings and 1,500 other 
Mildings, estimated to cost approximately $1,500,000 and $1,850,000, respectively. 


Prince Edward Island, New Brunswick, Quebec and Ontario reported moderate 
Mcreasss in the estimated value of building as compared with August, 1936, that 
£ $54,348 in Quebec being largest. In Manitoba, practically no change was indicated, 
hile of the declines in the remaining provinces, that of $72,794 or 50.4 p.c. in 
askatchewan was most pronounced. 


As compared with September, 1935, there was improvement in Prince Edward 
sland, Nova Scotia, Quebec, Ontario, Manitoba, Alberta and British Columbia.

The value of the building authorized in the first ten months of the pres - 
end. year was $33,553,743: this was lower than the aggregate of $40,711,114 


_ reported in the period, January-Cctober, 1955, although it was decidedly higher 


than in the first ten months of either 1934 or 1933. The cumlative total for 

the same period in each of the last five years has been very much lower than in 
any other year on record; the wholesale prices of building materials since 1931 
have also been decidediy lower than in preceding years since 1920, 


Some 50 cities furnished detailed statistics, showing that they had 
issued more than 400 permits for dvellings estimated to cost approximately 
$1,495,000 and about 2,250 permits for cther buildings valued at almost $2,577,600. 
In addition, one cit? authorized an engineering project valued at $1,280. During 
September, authority was granted for the erection of about 360 dwellings and 
1,800 other buildings, the estimated cost being approximately $1,135,000 and 
$2,170,000, respectively. 


New Brunswick, Ontario, Manitoba, Alberta and British Columbia 
recorded increases in the value of authorized building as compared with Sept- 
ember, 1936, the gains of $208,650 or 11.2 p.c. in Ontario, and $160,823 or 
129.0 p.c. in Alberta being greatest. The decreases in the remaining provinces 
were on a small scale.

The aggregate value of the construction represented by the building 
permits issued by 58 cities during November was $3,030,425. This was a seasonal 
decline of $1,089,991, or 26.5 p.c., as compared with the Oatober figure of 
$4,120,416, while the total was also lower by $417,228, or 12.1 Peco, that in 
November, 1935, when the estimated value of the building authorized by these 
cities was $3,447, 653. 


The value of the building permits taken out in the first eleven months 
of the present year was $36,584,168; this was lower than the aggregate of 
$44,158,767 reported in the period January-November, 1935, although it was 
decidedly higher than in the first eleven months of either 1934 or 1933. The 
cumulative total for the same period in each of the last five years has been 
very much lower than in any other year on record; the wholesale prices of building 
materials since 1931 have also been decidedly lower than in any preceding year 
since 1920. 


Some 50 cities furnished detailed statistics for November, 1936, showing 
that they had issued over 280 permits for dwellings estimated to cost more than 
$1,198,000, and about 1,400 permits for other buildings estimated at almost 
$1,600,000. During October, permits were issued for the erection of about 
LOO dwellings and 2,250 other buildings, estimated to cost approximately 
$1,495,000 and $2,577,600, respectively, while an engineering project valued at 
$1,280 was also undertaken. 


British Columbia reported a slight increase in the value of the building 
authorized as compared with October, 1936, but elsewhere reductions were indicated, 
that of $396,365, or 19.2 p.c., in Ontario being largest. 


As compared with November, 1935, Nova Scotia, New Brunswick, Quebec, 
Manitoba, Alberta and British Columbia reported increases, of which the greatest 
was that of $119,596 or 23.1 pec. in Quebec. Of the declines in the remaining 
provinces, that of $685,986 or 29.3 p.c. in Ontario was most pronounced. 


Of the four largest centres, Vancouver recorded an increase in the 
value of the building authorited in November as compared with the preceding 
month, and also as compared with November of last year. In Montreal and Winnipeg, 
the aggregate value was higher than in November, 1935, but lower than in October 
of this year, while Toronto showed a decrease in both comparisons. Of the 
other centres, New Glasgow, Sydney, Fredericton, Sherbrooke, Brantford, Galt, 
Hamilton, Peterborough, St. C harines, Sault Ste. Marie, Woodstock, Brandon, 
St. Boniface, Lethbridge, Kamloops, Nanaimo and New Wes tmins ter reported 
higher building authorizations than in either comparison.
